The growth of prohibition sentiment 
throughout the up-state part of New 
York is indicated by the available re- 
towns Which voted on the 
local option yesterday. In nearly all 
the elections the no-license advocates 
had a larger following than hereto- 
fore. 

Most of the towns voting were smail 
ones, but the no-license plan went 
by a large majority in Hor- 
nell, a railroad town of nearly 15,000; 
in Corning. which has approximately 
14,000 inhabitants, and in Bath, where 
about 5,000 persons live. Niagara and 
Batavia voted for drug store licenses 
only. 

The no-license lists so far recorded 
include eleven towns in Steuben coun- 
ty. ten in Allegheny. six in Chautau- 
qua, six in Monroe, six in Saratoga, 
five in Krie, three in Niagara, three in 
Cattaraugus, and two in Genesee.

H. Lavinder, United States 
public health and marine hospital serv- 
ice: Dr. J. W. Babcock, superintend- 
ent of the South Carolina State Hos- 
pital for the Insane, and Dr. C. F. Wil- 
liams, state health officer of South 
Carolina, as well as prominent physi- 
cians from Georgia, Louisiana, Ten- 
nessee, Illinois, North Carolina and 
other states, gave to the conference the 
benefit of their experience in the treat- 
ment of pellagra.

“Of course, what more natural,” so- 
liloquized the detectives. They have 
been hitting the pipe. “Come along.” 
So the four Celestials were trans- 
ferred from their beds and the council 
table of the Tong to the station house.

“Several evangelists will be put aoc- 
tively to work and every department 
of the church life thrown to the front 
aggressively. It is believed that the 
Congregational Methodist church hav- 
ing Baptist form of government and 
Methodist doctrines only needs aggres- 
sive management for it to sweep the 
country, and the last two years of 
progress indicate that this idea is 
correct. 

“As to my connection with the work 
I may say that I turned loose the pub- 
lishing house in order to make @ sys- 
tematic tour of all the churches, We 
have any number of good men who 
could head the national headquarters 
satisfactorily.

TILSON TALKS 
OF WATERWAYS 


Connecticut Congress- 
man in Atlanta on Visit 
to His Brother. 


Hon. John Q. Tilson, member of con- 
gress-at-large from Connecticut, after 
a trip down the Mississippi river with 
President Taft's party, reached At- 
Janta yesterday on a few days’ visit to 
his brother, W. J. Tilson, a well- 
known member of the Atlanta bar, 

Mr. Tilson talked interestingly of 
the presidential trip, one of the com- 
ponent parts of which was 102 mem- 
bers of the national congress whose 
interest the Mississippi valley people 
are seeking to elicit in the direction 
of the improvement of that great wa- 
terway. 

“The trip was both interesting and 
instructive,” Congressman Tilson said. 
“We were afforded opportunity of see- 
ing in detail both wmhat has been done 
and what will have to be done in the 
future. 

“It is not alone a question of the im- 
provement of important navigable wa- 
terways through the Mississippi val- 
ley, but also of the reclamation of a 
vatt amount of land which, on account 
of the frequent overflow of the river, 
is uncultivable and useless. It is said 
that the overflow renders unservice- 
able a total land area equa] in aggre- 
gate to that ofthe state of Indiana. 

“Heretofore the government has had 
large tracts of western prairie lands 
to open up to settlement, but these are 
now practically gone. Sooner or later 
this river land will have to be put to use 
It presents almost the opposite of the 
problem of the western prairies where 
water had to be carried by irrigation 
to make them productive, for here it is 
a case of water that must be gotten 
rid of before the land can be culti- 
vated. 

Will Bring Results. 

“The presidential and congressional 
trip will unquestionably lead to a 
more thorough and general study of 
this great problem which wlii eventual- 
ly mean @ solution of it. How soon 
we cannot tell; it is one of those things 
that may move slowly or with expedi- 
tion, but ultimately it is bound to 
come.” 

Congressman Tilson will remain in 
Atlanta for Automobile Week, return- 
ing to his home in New Haven in time 
for the visit to that state of President 
Taft and his party the latter part of 
next week. 

Mr. Tilson was born in east Tennes- 
see and finished his education at Yale, 
after which he decided to locate in 
Connecticut and has since made New
